The charge wss made to the com- 


mittee that agents ot tne Guggen- 
heims sjieat STrt.ooo in an effort 
to 


keep one of their employes out 
of 


prison. 
Itemized voucuers showing 


an exnenditure of S1SOO in an effort 
to influence court proceedings were 
presented to the :n\esi'gatois.

WARLIKE PREPARATIONS

Washington, May 26.—The 
war 


cloud in Central America has sud- 
denly assumed an 
omjnous aspect, 


and despite ihe good offices offered 
by me United States and other re- 
publics, there

sight to avert bloodshed.
